1 . IN MID 1976 THE USG REQUESTED THE EXTRADITION FROM 
VENEZUELA OF CARLO BORDONI, CHARGED WITH THE FAILURE OF 
THE FRANKLIN NATIONAL BANK IN NEW YORK. THE VENEZUELAN 
SUPREME COUNT HAS NOT YET DECIDED ON HIS EXTRADITIBILITY AND 
THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS IS RUNNING OUT ON HIS BEING 
BROUGHT TO TRIAL IN NEW YORK. THE USG (DEPARTMENT OF 

JUSTICE AND U.S. ATTORNEY) ATTACHES GREAT IMPORTANCE TO BRINGING 
BORDONI AND HIS ASSOCIATES TO TRIAL. 

2. EMBASSY HAS BEEN ADVISED CONFIDENTIALLY AND RELIABLY THAT 
IF PRESIDENT CARTER EXPRESSES INTEREST IN THIS 

CASE THERE IS AN EXCELLENT LIKELIHOOD OF A PROMPT 
DECISION BY THE VENEZUELAN SUPREME COURT THUS 
ALLOWING THE U.S. TO TRY BORDONI. 

3. 1 RECOMMEND THAT THIS PROBLEM BE INCLUDED IN THE 
TALKING POINTS FOR ONE OF THE BILATERALS BETWEEN THE 
TWO PRESIDENTS. 
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
